Having heard a lot ‘of discus- 


sion about northern Michigan 


communities loosing their popu-' a 


lation to Detroit aid southern 
cities in the past 30 years we de- 
cided to check census reports “and 
see how serious the shift south 
has been. 

U. S. Census figures = 
1920 and 1950 were checked 
for the following cities: Eust~ 
Jordan, Boyne City, Charlevoix 
Mancelona, Petoskey, Gaylord; 
Harbor Springs and Cheboy- 
gan. 

In 1920 these cities had.a com- 
bined population of 24,151. In 
1950, 30 years later, the total 
was 24, 417. The .combined ‘popu- 
lation of the cities had risen 266. 

These figures_sisx.-.curprice- 
some people. It may be true 
that people left the north in 
“droves” after the lumber was 
cut, but ‘often we do not take 
into consideration. the large 
number of others who have 
moved into the north over the 

—~years. 

In. the 30 -yeur-apan East Jor- 
“dan lost 659 people; Boyne City, 
1,280; and Cheboygan 135. All 
the rest gained. 

Charlevoix gained 446; Har- 
bor Springs 6; Petoskey, 1,367; 
Mancelona 41; and Gaylord 662. 

Boyne City lost more people 
than any other northern. Michi- 
gan city. Petoskey gained more 
than Boyne City lost, ~ 

In 1920 East Jordan had 
2,428 people; in 1950 ‘the city 
population- was 1,769. 

The big shift south we often 
hear about hit only Boyne City, 
East Jordan_and Cheboygan, all 
former lumber towns. But the 
entire area gained over the years 
until today the population is more 
than. when things were ‘boom- 
ing. mo 

Enough people now have 
moved into the northern area 
to bring the population back af- 
ter a few years slump. Disre- 
garding Cheboygan which lost 
only 135 people in 30 years, 
East Jordan and Boyne City 


tt would appear, therefore, 
that these two cities failed to sup- 
ply sufficient employment after 
the lumber was gone to hold their 
people at home. 

However the pendulum now is 
swinging back. Both East Jordan 
and Boyne City are gaining pop- 
ulation. Slowly, to be sure, but 
additional industry and thus more 
employment is attracting more 
residents. 

Thus, taking northern Mich- 
igan as a whole, the popula- 
“tion shift southward over the 
last 30 years has not been as 
serious as it may appear.

There has been some misun- 
derstanding among farmers and 
athers about certain provisions of 
the 1954 Wheat Allotment ac- 
cording to LeRoy Hardy, Chair- 
man of: the-County—PMA.Com-|.. 
mittee. He states that it is very 
important that farmers under-.

wheat planting time. 


First of ajl, said Mr. Hardy, a 
farmer must stay within - the 
wheat allotment established for 

is farm if he is to be eligible 
for the government 90% price 
support loan or purchasing agree- 
ment on his crop. This is true re- 
gardless of the size of the farm 
allotment and regardless of the 
fact that marketing quotas will 
be in effect for the 1954 crop 
of wheat.

Under marketing quotas, Mr. 
Hardy: explains, the penalty pro- 
vision applies only to those farms 
planting more than 15 acres and 
where the wheat allotment is ex- 
ceeded. For example a farm with e 
a 17 acre allotment with 20 acres 
planted would have a 3 acre ex- 
cess. A farm with an 8 acre al- a) 
lotment with 17 acres of wheat 
planted would have a 9 acre ex- 
cess. However, a farm with an 8]. 
acre allotment and with only 15 
acres planted would have no 
wheat subject to marketing quo- 
tas and no penalty would apply. 
In-each of these examples the 
farms would not be eligible for 
the 90% support price since the 
farm allotment was exceeded.

“Why doés my cows’ milk vary 
in butterfat test from month to 
month?” 

That’s a question many..dairy 
farmers ask. The dairy scientists 
say the variation usually is nor- 
jmal. They cite these examples: 

Two weeks after freshening, 
milk form cows in good condition 
may test high. This is temporary 
and geserally milk tests least dur- 
ing. the first few months of a 
cow’s lactation, Then the test in- 
creases, It’s usually highest near 
the end of the lactation period. 

Milk usually tests highest dur- 

ing the coldest winter months, 
then decreases with warmer wea- 
ther. The test is lowest during 
-June or July or during spells of 
hot, humid: weather. It rises again 
later until the peak is reached in 
January or February. _ 
-The. shorter the time between 
milkings, the richer the milk. And 
the completeness of milking af- 
fects the test becatse foremilk 
often is thin, while  strip- 
pings may be very rich. 

The fat content of milk from 
different quarters of the same 
cow is not constant. Certain 
breeds give higher fat content 
ilk than others.
